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SUBJ: MONTHLY STATUS REPORT (OCT-NOV 74) 

1. THE ARCHBISHOP’S RETURN ON 6 DECEMBER WILL BE ACCOMPANIED 
BY LARGE RALLIES AND DEMONSTRATIONS. THERE ARE NO INDICATIONS 
THAT ANY DEMONSTRATIONS ARE SPECIFICALLY PLANNED FOR EMBASSY. 

THE PRESENCE OF THE ARCHBISHOP CERTAINLY WILL INTENSIFY THE 
OVERALL SECURITY PROBLEM ON THE ISLAND. IT IS INEVITABLE THAT 
THERE WILL BE SOME VIOLENCE BUT TO WHAT DEGREE IS DIFFICULT 

TO DETERMINE AT THIS TIME. 

2. DURING THE TWO MONTH PERIOD, THERE WERE SIX DEMONSTRATIONS 
TARGETED AGAINST THE EMBASSY. ON THREE OCCASIONS, DEMONSTRATORS 
APPROACHED THE EMBASSY AREA. THE LARGEST CROWD WAS APPROXIMATELY 
350 PEOPLE. ALL THE DEMONSTRATIONS, WHICH WERE BASICALLY 
ANTI-AMERICAN IN NATURE, WERE HELD WITHOUT INCIDENT. 

3. EMBASSY RECEIVED TWO TELEPHONE CALLS THREATENING LIFE OF 
AMBASSADOR CRAWFORD AND ONE TELEPHONE THREAT AGAINST SECRETARY 
KISSINGER. THE EMBASSY ALSO RECEIVED A LETTER THREATENING THE 

LIFE OF THE SECRETARY. CYPOL CONDUCTED APPROPRIATE INVESTI 
CATIONS WITH NEGATIVE RESULTS. A COPY OF THE LETTER WAS FORWARD- 
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FUTURE THREATENING CALLS. 

4. VISITS BY SY PERSONNEL: 

A. SPECIAL AGENTS ROBERT CLARK AND CLYDE DEFFAA WERE ASSIGNED 
TDY FOR 60 AND 80 DAY PERIOD RESPECTIVELY IN CONNECTION WITH THE 
PERSONAL PROTECTION OF AMBASSADOR CRAWFORD. 

B. DURING THE FIRST WEEK OF OCTOBER, C.C. WALKER SPENT FIVE 
DAYS AT POST BRIEFING GSO AND SY PERSONNEL ON CARE AND MAINTE- 
NANCE OF SY VEHICLES. 

C. FROM 30 SEPT TO 5 OCT TSO JOHN C. WOLF CON 
DUCTED A TECHNICAL 

SURVEY OF THE EMBASSY. RECOMMENDATIONS FOR A NEW CCTV 
SYSTEM AND THE INSTALLATION OF AN ULTRASONIC ALARM WERE STUDIED. 
THE RSO HAS ALREADY FORWARDED TO THE TSO PLANS FOR A NEW MSG 
DESK. 


D. SA DANIEL M. LAFRANCHI ARRIVED AT POST ON 16 NOV TO REPLACE 
SA DEFFAA. LAFRANCHI IS SCHEDULED TO DEPART ON 17 DEC WHEN 
THE AMBASSADOR RETURNS TO THE DEPARTMENT FOR CONSULTATION. 

5. THE MARINE DETACHMENT HAS BEEN REDUCED TO EIGHT WATCHSTANDERS 
AND TWO NCO POSITIONS. AT THE PRESENT TIME, THE DETACHMENT 

IS OPERATING WITH SEVEN WATCHSTANDERS AND ONE NCOIC AS POST 
HAS NOT RECEIVED REPLACEMENTS FOR SGT JAMES SHURTLEFF AND GYSGT 
ROBERT BOYD WHO RECENTLY DEPARTED NICOSIA. MAJOR T.V. DRAUDE, 
COMMANDING OFFICER OF COMPANY A, IS DUE TO INSPECT THE DETACH- 
MENT DURING THE WEEK OF 10 DEC. THE FUTURE STRENGTH OF THE 
MARINES WILL BE DISCUSSED AT THAT TIME. 

6. RSO WILL WORK ON BOTH EMBASSY AND USIS SURVEYS DURING DECEM- 
BER/JANUARY AND HOPES TO HAVE BOTH COMPLETED IN SIXTY DAY PERIOD. 
RSO WILL ALSO CONTINUE TO WORK ON POST'S E&E PLAN.
